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BALTIMORE BUSINESS BLOCKS 


Burned by One of the Most Disastrous Fires In 


the History of the Country 


LOSS MAY R E A C H 
$200,000,000 


Over Two Thousand Buildings Destroyed-Flames Rage 


For Thirty Hours-No Lives Lost and Only 


One Fireman Was Injured. 


One of the most disastrous fires in the history of the country 


started in a dry-goods store in Baltimore Sunday morning and 
before it was gotten under control, 30 hours later, swept over an 
area one mile in length and a quarter mile wide, eating out the 
heart of the business section of the city. 
Over 2,000 buildings 


were destroyed, 
entailing a loss variously estimated at from 


*6s,ooo,ooo to $200,000,000, and throwing 50,000 persons out of 
employment. Fortunately, no lives were lost; a fireman from York 
was injured. 
Underwriters for the various insurance companies say 


the loss will probably be under $100,000,000 and agree that the 
insured loss is about $60,000,000, which they say is 75 per cent, ol

BALTIMORE, February ^ —The city 


was swept today by a fire, unchecked 
at midnight, that h»s consumed the 
heart of its finest business section 
Gie»t warehouses, leading wholesale 
and reta'l s*ores. banks, office build- 
ings, hospitals, hotels and newspaper 
offices have teen consumed in the 
rapid march of the destroying flames 
or blown high in the air with dyna- 
mite in an heroic effort to check the 
conflagration. 
Entire blocks of splen- 


did structures, some of them new and 
supposedly fireproof, were wiped cut 
as though made of so much tinder. 
Nothing could stay the progress cf 
destruction. The police.unable to cope 
with a horde of looters, who began to 
operate after dark, appealed for help. 
Two local regiments of militia were 
ordered out and two troops of the 
United States regular* from Fort Mc- 
Henry came to their aid. 


The fire originated in a big whole- 


sale house at 10.45 a. m and it was 
early seen that the combined fire de- 
partments of Baltimore were helpless 
to cope with it. Telegraphic calls were 
sent to Washington and Philadelphia 
for fire-fighting apparatus and men 
and the towns of Baltinnre county and 
of Howard, Arundel 
and Hartford 


counties were appealed to for engines 
The response from all quarters was 
immediate, in some instances the fire 
apparatus being driven thirty mi'es. 
apparat 
The fire reached the homes of the 


principal newspapers and drove the 
employees to the street. In time it 
swept over the offices of the Western 
Union and the Postal Telegraph com- 
panies and that of the telephone com- 
pany, from which ths workers fled to 
look back upon mighty bonfires, whose 
red flames reached far up into the 
cloud of black stnoke that obscured the 
sky 
ByN midnight the conflagration 


had cleared a wide area for seven 
blocks along Baltimore and Fayette 
streets, fiom North street to Howard 
atreet, east and west, and extending 
two and three blocks north and south 
from 
Baltimore street. 
The 
very 


heart of the city's commercial activity 
wss obliterated and the flimes were 
fast making toward 
the municipal 


bnildings. The march was eastward 
aided by a strong wind, and tha com 
bined fire departments were utterly 
unable to make an impression upon the 
raging flames. The Union Trust com- 
pany's building fill in with a sullen 
roar the Continental hole' was all hut 
swept aw»y, the bai' dings of the Her- 
ald, News, Sun. and American were 
burning, all at once, and the flames 
soon reached tie sixteen-story Conti- 
nental Trust building, in which was 
the main office of the Postal Telegraph 


he fire started in the wholesale dry- 


goods house of John E. Hurst & Co., 
in Hopkins place, in the centre «*•»"> 
bus'ness district, with a seriesis of es- 
plosions that were heard in remote 
parts of the city. It spread with re- 
markable rapidity, la half »n tour a 
dozan big warehouses in the wholesale 
dry-goods and notion district were 
fiercely burning. 
The entire city fire department was 


called out, but was utterly powerless 
to check the spread of the flames, which 
were aided by high winds, and by noon 
there were savage fires in at least 
thirty big warehouses and the confla- 
gration wassteadily eating its way into 
blocks east, north, west and south. 
Building after building fell a prey to 
the flames and apparently there was 
no cheek to the onward sweep of de- 
struction. 
In Baltimore street the 


block between Liberty and Sharp was 
soon ablaze. Then came the next block 
east to Hanover, after that the block 
on the south side to Charles street, 
where the Consolidated Gas company s 
building and Oehm's Acme Hall were 
consumed.

BALTIMORE, February 8—At mid-

The burned area is peculiar in form, 


describing an interrogation point, the 
upper curve being the wholesale dis- 
trict, where the fire started Sunday 
forenoon. The space burned over is 
about 143 acres. More than 
3,000 


buildings have been destroyed. This 
does not include freight sheds of the 
marine

along the water front, where thous- 
ands of tons of freight were consumed 
and millions of feet of lumber. Jones 
Falls, the stream cutting the city into 
segments, has been its savior. S3veral

realization of its loss. The gratifying tr""1 *•" *" 
news tad gone abroad during the 
night that the onward march of the 
Wazs had been effectually checked. 


The fire no longer a menace, the 


people turned to the inevitable and 
awful reckoning—the counting of the 
cost. Those who attempted to reach a 
definite estimate as to the total loss 
gave up in despair. It will b3 weeks 
before anything like a reliable aggre- 
gate can be had. The figures quoted 
today range all the way from 865,000,- 
000 to 8250,000,000, with no one appar- 
ently able to strike a satisfactory 
average. 
The counting of the immediate dam- 


age, enormous as it is, reflects only in 
part the loss wrought by the 30 hours' 
ordeal of fire. It is estimated that be- 
tween 30,000 and 60,000 people have 
been thrown cut of employment. A 
low estimate places the average wage 
rf these workers at 810 each per week 
Oa this basis fully half a million of 
dollars is lost each week. This condi- 
tion will continue for an indefinite 
period. These people are practically 
impoverished. Although they do not 
feel the pinch of hunger as yet they 
are largely cf the class that lives from 
week to week, with no capital or snr- 
p'.us to tide over the serious emer- 
gency that is upon them. Many indus- 
tries may not be revived for years to 
come.

Added to the loss of wages is the 


loss to the owners of land included 
within the zme ol th& fire. The old 
system of land rental prevails in Balti- 
more to a very large extent and it hap- 
pens that but few of the land owners 
also owned the burned structures. The 
owners of the latter will receive some 
sort of insurance—just how much it is 
impossible to tell at this time. It is 
kabwn that many companies will be 
seriously embarrassed by the heavy 
loss which has coma upon them in a 
sit gle blow. Meantime the owners of 
nillions and millions of dollars' worth 
sf the most valuable real estate within 
he city of Baltimore will be deprived 
of ground rentals or revenue of any 
lort. They must pay taxes as before, 
jo their loss will be a double one to a 
iegree. The amount of money thus 
ost in rentals is not to be quickly esti- 
mated. It brings the total cost of the 
conflagration to a figure, however, 
which makes the mind giddy to con- 
template. 


Rents of offices, buildings and houses 


of every character have been increased 
[rom 50 to 150 per cant. There ia no 
attempt to defend the action, either. 
The landlords say their places are 
needed and so badly needed as to make 
the exorbitant prices justifiable. 
It is

NEW PARIS, February 9.—We are 


sorry to report the death of George H. 
Sleek, which occurred at his hnme 
near New Paris on February 5. He 
was aged 59 years, seven months and 
eight days. Mr. Sleek was known far 
and near for his generous hospitality. 
Politically he was a Democrat and 
served as school director in New Pirns 
district. He was a member of Eureka 
Grange and was the treasurer of that 
organization for several years. Re- 
ligiously he never became a member of 
a church, but in reading the Bible he 
said that James 1:37 expressed his 
belief, which reads as follows: "Pure 
religion and undefined before God and 
the Father is this, To visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction and 
to keep himself unspotted from the 
world." Mr. Sleek did more than visit. 
Since his marriage to Miss Anne M. 
Crissman on February 20, 1868, they 
took in with them and made a home 
for seven children, 
who were left 


fatherless, and two widows. To Mr. 
and Mrs. Sleek were born four sons 
and two daughters. Joseph R. Sleek, 
the oldest son, and Miss Eudora, the 
youngest daughter, are the only sur- 
viving members of the family. The 
mother preceded the father in death 
on April 13,1902. The funeral services 
were conducted by Rev. J. B, Miller, 
assisted by Revs. M. J. Runyan and 0. 
S. Corle.

WASHMSTOH, February 9.—The prin- 


cipal subject of political discussion in 
the national capital at the present time 
is the so-called Foraker bill,which aims 
to relieve the trusts and the mergers of 
any control or limitation by the gov- 
ernment, and is everywhere regarded 
as the administration's bid for the sup- 
port of the great corporations in the 
coming presidential election. 
This 


bill shows the lack of sincerity on the 
part of the Republican party in its al- 
leged fight against the trusts as does 
nothing else that has come to the sur 
face lately. The administration has 
been active in getting before the peo- 
ple of the country and touting itself BS 
an anti-trust administration, telling in 
flaring headlines in the good Repub- 
lican papers how the attorney-general 
was going to smash the trusts into 
smithereens. It would like to get the 
people to believe that it intended to do 
something for them in the way ol 
trust busting, but so far it ha* only 
worked with its mouth and has done 
nothing in the courts of the country, 
notwithstanding the fact that an ap- 
propriation of a half million dollars 
has been made for the special purpose 
of prosecuting the trusts. The fund 
has not been used, and will not be, for 
that purpose. More similies, drawn 
from the national game of poker, 
that fit the political situation, have 
lately been coined, moat of them by 
the redoubtable Mark Banna, than 
at any period in the political his- 
tory of the country. The one that fits 
the present situation in the politics of 
the nation is that the present play of 
the Republican party is a huge bluff,so 
far as. it intends to wipe out the 
criminal trusts of the country. Sena- 
tor Foraker, besides being the Oaio 
manager of the president's campaign 
for election to succeed himself, is,with 
Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, his spokes- 
man in the senate of the UnitedStates, 
and no man who knows how thing are 
done in Washington considers that 
there would be the remotest possibility 
of Senator Foraker offering such a

them and soon afterward attacked the enemy's fleet and disabled 
several ships, without the loss of a single vessel or man. The 
Celestials followed up their successes by taking possession of Seoul, 
the capital of Korea, the bone of contention. Their secondary line 
of naval defense has taken half a dozen prizes.

respecting Korea, the adoption of which 
the Japanese government regarded as in- 
dispensable to assure the integrity of the 
Korean empire, coupled with their success- 
ive refusals to enter into au engagement to 
reject China's territorial integrity in Man- 
churia, whmh is seriously menaced by Rus- 
sia's continued occupation of that province, 
notwithstanding her treaty engagements 
with China and her repeated assurances to

The "Good Roads1' Appropriation. 


State Highway Commissioner Hunt- 


er has completed his apportionment of 
the "good roads" appropriation made 
by the last legislature 
under the 


Sproul law. Of the 85,500,000 apnro- 
priated for the period of six years 850,- 
000 will be used during the present 
year for road maintenance and the^re- 
maining 8450,000 for the reconstruction 
of roads. The appropriation to each 
county is made in accordance with the 
mileage of highways within its bound- 
aries, as reported to the state high- 
way department. In many instances 
counties having a small population but 
a large area will receive twice as much 
as smaller counties having more than 
double the popu'ation. The following 
statement shows the amount to which 
each western county is entitled for the 
reconstruction of roads during the

Japan Draws 


First Blood. 


Japan opened the war with Russia by 


attacking the czar's fleet in the road- 
stead of Port Arthur Monday night. 
Japanese torpedo boats made a mid- 
night attack and put the Russian battle- 
ships Retvizan and Czarevitch and the 
cruiser Pallada out of action, and then 
retired. Later the Japanese battleship 
squadron appeared off Port Arthur and 
opened fire on the forts and the Rus- 
sian flBet,disabling the battleship Polta- 
va and the cruisers Bayarin and Novike. 
The Japanese fleet then retired in 
good order and apparently sustained no 
damage. The Japanese have the Rus- 
sian cruisers Variag and Koretz bottled 
up in the harborof Chemulpo. Viceroy 
Alexieff ssnt messages to the czar ad- 
mitting that three battleships and 
three cruisers were badly damaged by 
the Japanese torpedo boats and battle- 
ships off Port Arthur. The Russian 
mail steamship Mongolia, from Shang- 
hai, was captured by the Japanese off 
the 
Shantung 
peninsula 
in the 


Yellow sea south of Weihaiwei.

For Farmers' Sons. 


At the anrauil convention oftheState 


Grange N. F. Hill, of Franklin county, 
worthy master, delivered an address, 
which contained the following sound 
advice to farmer boye: 


'The better education and more gen- 


eral specialization of business in other 
lines make it more and more impera- 
tive each year that steps ba taken to 
popularize aud render .more available 
opportunities for better education of 
those who will gain their livelihoods 
by farming. Not only the boys, but 
the parents themselves, are surely, 
gradually leaving.farm homes. 


"As a citizen of Pennsylvania, inter- 


ested in the welfare of the state in its 
entirety, I look upon a continuance of 
this migration with concern. Farmers 
are valuable to this country, not alone 
from the standpoint of producers of 
the food for all, but they constitute an 
important factor in holding down ill- 
considered or vicious tendencies in the 
state.

Below are given the actual facts of the 


revolution in Panama which resulted in the 
creation of the republic of Panama and a 
treaty with the United States by which the 
latter is to construct the isthmian canal. 
These facts present the revolution and 
its consequences in an entirely contradicto- 
ry light from that given by President 
Roosevelt in his special message to both

men who took an active part in the events 
described.

Facts gathered from one source 
were submitted to others, usually those 
with interests antagonistic to the original 
Informants, and a complete check wa 
made by the Worldt as far as it could pos- 
sibly be done, to verify all of its informa 
tion. These facts show: 


1. That the Panama revolution was fos- 


tered and promoted in many ways by a 
syndicate of New York and Paris brokers 
who had formed an immense pool for specu- 
lating in the shores and other securities o' 
the Panama Canal company. This syndicate 
furnished $100,000, which was used by the 
revolutionary party in Panama to perfect 
the revolution. Cf this money $8,000 was 
used to bribe Colombian troops and get 
them to leave the isthmus. 


S. The agent or chief reliance of this 


speculative syndicate was Philippe Bunau- 
Varilla, the present minister of the Panama 
republic to the United States. The leading 
member of the syndicate was Minister Va- 
rilla's brother, Maurice Varilla,! editor of 
the ..T/afm, a Paris newspaper. The shares 
o the Panama Canal company when the 
bankers' syndicate took hold of the rcvolu- 
ionary project were selling at 67 on the 
Paris Bourse. Yesterday they were selling 
at 115. The profits of the syndicate at pres- 
ent prices are estimated at W, 000,000. 


3. That the operations of the bankers' 


syndicate and the connection of Minister 
Varilla with t'ue speculative pool was not 
knoirn until quite recently by the native 
Panamanians who went into the revolution 
purely out of a spirit of loyalty. There is 
no evidence that any of these joined with 
the speculative pool or reaped any of its 
profits 


4. That the appointment of Varilla as 


minister of the new republic to this country 
was bitterly opposed by leaders of the revo- 
lutionary party on the isthmus until they 
discovered through representatives they 
had se 1 1 1 Washington that nothing could 
be done in the way cf getting assistance 
from this gcvernment except through Mr. 
Varilla 


3 That some time before the revolution 


occurred Varilla insisted to the ar-tive lead- 
ers of iha revolution that he must be made 
minister of the republic to this country, in 
exchange for which he would furnish: 
First, tha revolutionary fund necessary; 
second, that b3 would have Unite! States 
warship? on the scene at the proper mo- 
ment to serve the interests of the revolu- 
tionists; third, that he would have the 
United States recognize the republic of 
Panama immediately after the revolution.

up. That is not the advice one would 
offer to a school boy who has a difficult 
problem to solve. No school boy would 
expect the problem to come out all 
right anyway. But with this problem 
of the distribution of wealth, the 
bishop tells us not to be worried; that 
it will solve itself. 


HEEL ON LABOK'3 KECK. 


To illustrate his notion of the rela- 


tion between capital and labor the 
bishop refers to the elephants that are 
ussd in the fir east to load,unload and 
stack lumber. "Their 
intelligence 


seems wonderful and their ability be- 
yond conception. As you look closer, 
however, you see a little black figure 
on the neck of each elephant. Watch 
him closely and you will see that his 
bare heel rests with an intermittent 
pressure on the neck of the huge ani- 
mal he rides, and there yon have the 
secret of the whole business. The 
brute obeys the man. That is how the 
genius of capital uses labor—by inven- 
tion, construction, organization and 
direction."

Parks, the labor leader, to state's 
prison has created a cruel disturbance 
iu the ranka of labor, to which it was 
a terrible ahock. The body of the labor 
army are honest, and they will not 
follow a dishonored leader. la the 
Libor Day parade Sam Parka rode at 
the head of the house-smith's contin- 
gent, but placing himself in that posi- 
tion was a death-blow to his primacy, 
he can never again be the Sam Parks of 
yore. To the watchful guardian of the 
future the trend of the times points to 
two powerful organizations; one will 
contain the great body of wealthy men, 
the other will furniah the power that 
represents the progreaa of the age. For 
any probable good, violence must be 
expelled from the councils of both of 
these great powers; reason ard right 
must be the arbiters; the labor that 


mes must receive due eons'deration 


and observance the holder of wealth 
must concede all labor's just demands 
and, although it may aeem like a para- 
dox, meat of the holders of the wealth 
of the world today had labor re p -eeent 
ativps within one or two generations. 


Take any of the wealthiest mm that 


now exist, from the (q>iator to the 
poles, and their inheritance was labor. 
By hones' endeavor they worked their 
way tn ibe world's consideration and 
they stand sa grand examples along 
the highway of time—they are planets 
ahining in the heavers which should 
show to coming generations the path- 
way that leads to the light of a better 
world and a reward hereafter.

Taking Care of the Form by Proper Exer- 


cise, Eating and Dressing—Choice 


of the Corset.

There is no excuse for a woman's 


having a poor figure. It may give her 
some trouble to get a good one but it 
is worth the effort. 


As a matter of course, it is easier to 


let oneself go and not take the pains 
that the care of a figure demands. But 
no woman with the least particle of 
vanity in her makeup—and it is a very 
poor sort of woman who lacks it—can 
help feeling a thrill of pleasure when 
she beholds the improvement wrought 
in her appearance by a good corset, 
properly worn. 


For the corset is the first essential 


ID the making of the figure. A num- 
ber of other things go with it. The 
woman must carry herself properly, 
but the corset helps her to do that. 
She must pay attention to her outer 
drees, and to this, too, the corset will 
stimulate her. Her diet cannot be en- 
tirely neglected, if she wishes to have 
her form reduced from over stoutness 
or redeemed from ultra thinness, but 
with the corset as a foundation for her 
efforts she will ba encouraged in the 
work of regulating her food. 


Even in this day there are plenty of 


people who find nothing bad enough to 
say about the corset. I have seen one 
mat re n give way to tears while ad 
dressing a woman's club on the evils 
that had been wrought by corsets. 
And she was not a hysterical woman 
either. She had known the corset as 
it was in earlier years, before common 
sense and science went to its making, 
aud she knew the harm it had done 
those who regarded it as an instru- 
ment for the compression of the waist 
into a smaller compass than nature 
had intended for it. 


The new corset—the "straight front" 


with which fashion papers and comic 
columns have made everyone familiar 
—is bnilt on a different plan. It does 
not squeeze a woman's organs out of 
shape, bnt holds them in place. As I 
have said before, it must be properly 
made and properly worn. The ideal 
corset is one that is made to order and 
adapted to the needs of the individual 
body, but for those who cannot afford 
this there are substitutes,in plenty. A 
woman should seek until she finds 
what she wants. 


The new corset increases the size of 


the waist line, thereby giving room for 
play of the lungs and diaphragm. 
There is no difficulty in deep breathing 
with the we man who wears a well 
made corset of the present style. That 
is, if she puts it on properly. 


To do this she must loosen the laces. 


Gone are—or should be—the days 
when a woman kept her corsets laced 
for days and weeks at a time. Now 
the woman loosens the laces at night 
and tightens them in the morning. 
When she puts on the coreet it is so 
loose that it hangs upcn her like a bag. 
She clasps the garters that are attach- 
ed to the front and, if she be of stout 
figure, to the s'des, settles the corset 
down over her hips and abdomen, 
drawing a long, deep breath after thia 
is done, and then proceeds to tighten 
the laces. She does this carefully, 
drawing the lower ones first and then 
those above the belt line. Never must 
she make them too tight for comfort. 
As soon as she dcea this she injures her 
figure as well as her feelings. 
When 


the laces are tight enough, she should 
cross them in the back, bring them to 
the front, pass them under the garter 
on the left side and tie them there. 


The great advantage of thus tight- 


ening the corset laces every day is that 
the figure can be humored. There are 
days when a woman feels that a tight

"Bnt," says some one, "how can this 


be done in the long, straight front 
corset pictured everywhere?" It cannot.

The ribbon 
girdle corset, made either in heavy 
satin ribbon or in wide tape, or the 
short equestrian corset is adapted to 
all sorts of vigorous exercise. It is 
also excellent for the women who do a 
good deal of housework which requires 
bending over and stooping. While it 
does not hold in the over-plump figure 
as a heavier, longer corset would do, 
it is far better to yield a little restric- 
tion than to break corset steels and 
suffer discomfort at the same time.

His 
share, then,will include his earning aa 
a manager as well as the interest on 
his capital. Each man should be re- 
warded according to his abilities. The 
vital question is this: Are there any 
who reap rewards, not by reason of 
their labor or their ability, but by 
reason of social advantages and mo- 
nopoly privileges which are conferred 
upon them by law, and which make 
them misters,not only of the elephant 
of labor, but also of the man on his 
neck? 


EIDINfl LEGISLATURES. 


Our grievance is not that brains 


command a higher price than muscle; 
but that both brains and muscle are 
made the servants of monopoly. O[ 
course it requires some brains to secure 
these monopolies. Likewise, it requires 
no small degree of intelligence to 
break a safe. But it makes a vast dif- 
ference to the community whether a 
man uses his brains to ride elephants 
and add to the sum of wealth, or 
whether he uses them to ride legisla- 
tures and secure the power legally to 
take the wealth of others. Monopoly 
is the key to the whole matter. He 
who attempts to discuss this question 
and ignore monopoly, gives evidence 
that he has not himself escaped the 
confusion from which he promises to 
deliver others.

Kev. Dr. Scott F. Hershoy.of Boston, 


in an address 
delivered in Phila- 


delphia 
before 
the 
Pennsylvania 


Branch of the Universal Peace Union, 
specking on the "Readjustment of 
our Social Order," said: 


"There must be a complete readjust- 


ment of our social order. I don't think 
that our civilization can go on for an- 
other generation as it has gone and 
still allow us to maintain our present 
social integrity. There is no question- 
ing the decline of the social order in 
this country. I gravely perceive that, 
with our remarkable developments in 
commerce and diplomacy, we are not 
maintaining a moral growth that is 
commensurate. The vitality of man- 
hood and womanhood cannot In im- 
paired without vital injury to the na- 
tion and yet our American life is be- 
ing contaminated and vitiated. 


"In the next generation one out of 


every ten of our American population 
will be seriously affected mentally, 
morally or physically, perhaps in all 
three directions,by the cigarette habit. 
I tell you the future is not bright for 
our American race if we look at things 
as they are. The cigarette habit is 
going to have an effect upon the na- 
tional life of our people. 


"Another matter affecting the robust 


type of American manhood is that the 
able bodied citizen must go to war 
and the weak stay at home to propa- 
gate the race. Hitherto our progress 
has been largely made possible by the 
purity and robustness of our blood,but 
this we cannot possibly retain if we 
repeatedly send our sons away to war. 
I see no sense in war, no philosophy. 
I do not think that education will 
bring about the desired result, but 
love and justice between man and man. 
Then there will b3 no negro question 
in this country, no Jewish trouble in 
Russia, no Christian massacres in 
Turkey."

The own- 
er says he refused an offer of §150 for 
this relic. The old octagonal $30 pieces 
were quite common in California In 
early days, when gold dust was largely 
used as a circulating medium. They 
were made of pure gold, and, while 
they had not the elegant finish of tie 
gold coins minted by the government 
in these days, many still remember 
them as the handsomest coins they ever 
saw. Many people now would consider 
them handsome on account of the $50 
In them.—New York Tribune.

Yule, or midwinter, feast is seen in its 
most flourishing state among the Norse- 
men, 
who commemorated the fiery sun 


wheel nitu a mighty feast. They be- 
lieved that during the twelve nlgb-ta 
from Dee. 25 to Jan. 0 they could trace 
the actual movements of their great 
Odin, or Odhinu, the god of storms, 
and other deified beings on the earth. 
The Ynlc log. with its cheery blaze, 
comes to us across the centuries as a 
dim memory ot the fires lit to celebrate 
the setting out of the sun on his north- 
ward journey toward the light and 
warmth of summer.

candle used also to light the Christmas 
eve festivities. It was a bad omen if 
the candle burned out before the even-

I was very near her during the dif-
